Mailing Threats of its Destruction 


Burning. 


Incipient Riot In Springfield Recalls That of a 


Year Ago When Dixon Was Linefeed 


Spring-field, Ohio, April 4.—A mob, 


similar to one 
-which a year 
ayo 


lyueiwd Uia negro Dixon and burned 
the levee, is congregating with the 
avowed purpose of burning' a resort 
run by Joseph Kempler. Ifearly a 
dozen arrests of suspicions acting per- 
sons have b*>«i made by detectives. 


The square in 
which 
Ketupier's 


piaee it, located is being patrolled by 
police. 


The reason for the gathering of the 


mob was a publication iu a local news- 
paper, with a cartoon, in which the 
saloon was characterized as a "no- 
torious resort" known as The Jungles. 
It lias been known for weeks that 
Kempler has been running an objec- 
tionable place, but, although the po- 
lice have raided ii frequently, no spe- 
ial mention has bwn made of it until 
yesterday morning. 


The mob tonight began to form 


early and it acted similar tq. that 
which lynched Richard Dixon and 
burned the Leve.i» a years ago last 
March. It ivas not boisterious. Men 
talked in subdued voices and quietly 
surrounded the resort. Early in the 
afternoon it had been rumored that a 
crowd was going to burn the saloon 
and drive the proprietor out of the 
city. Wfcen thejpolioe beard that the 


jmob was gathering a squad was sent 
down hurriedly aud the crowd -was 
forced back and a guard line stretch- 
ed. Kempler was badly frightened 
and dosed up his place 8$ soon, as he 
saw there was trouble ab«*ad,
